use  of  new  and  extended  si<linos,  whicli  involved  grading, 
new  cross-ties,  new  iron,  and  additional  stations  and  en¬ 
gine  house  facilities,  &c.,  Ike.  For  all  of  which,  hy  advice, 
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the  sum  of  was  iluly  expeuded,  as  per  .Sui)er- 

intendent’s  report,  in  detail,  and  is  ehargeahle  to  Con¬ 
struction  Account.  The  favorable  results  of  this  expendi¬ 
ture  are  already  shown  in  the  decreased  working  expenses 
of  the  opening  months  of  the  3'ear  1867. 

'fhe  diminution  in  the  passenger  business  is  in  con- 
siilerable  degree  attributalde  not  onl^^  to  the  failure  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Itailroad  Compaipy  to  comply  with  the 
contract  of  the  21st  April,  1805 — made  Aviththe  Catawissa 
Railroad  Companj" — hut  also  to  the  entire  Avithdrawal  of 
all  interest  h}"  them  in  the  business  common  to  us  both, 
and  existing  before  said  contract. 

The  effect  of  this  attempt  to  force  luisiness  away  from 
the  direct  route  to  New  York,  over  our  road,  to  that  b}^ 
wav"  of  Harrisburg,  has  resulted,  as  might  have  been 
readily  foreseen,  in  giving  the  profitable  bulk  of  this  com¬ 
mon  througli  trade  and  travel  to  our  Northern  competitors. 

The  A'arious  unjust  proceedings  at  laAv  and  otheiuvise, 
t)rouglit  against  this  Compaii}"  and  its  road,  to  defeat  the 
objects  of  the  Lease  and  Contract  of  the  1st  November, 
1865,  have  been  Amxatioiis  and  expensive. 

As  the  highest  legal  tribunal  in  tlie  State  has  emphati¬ 
cally  decided  the  controversy  entirely  in  accordance  Avith 
our  AueAvs,  it  is  hoped  that  the  uuAvise  and  iinprofitable 
discriminating  policy"  ])racticed  against  the  CataAvissa 
Railroad,  bj^  its  immediate  IVestern  connections — Phila¬ 
delphia  and  Erie  and  Elmira  and  Williamsport  Railroads 
— may  be  soon  so  changed  as  to  ^dehl  hereafter  profits  to 
all  interested,  and  thus  surely  a\  oid  the  losses  anniiallA' 
admitted  to  both  of  these  railroads. 

In  regard  to  the  Lease  and  Contract  of  this  Compiany’s 
road,  and  other  matters  involved  theroAvith,  Mr.  James 
^IcHenry,  in  his  report  to  the  Hoard  and  shareholders  of 
the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  RaihvaA^  Company,  dated 
London,  25th  Februaiy,  1867,  among  others,  says  : — 
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At  the  close  of  18<)5  a  large  expenditure  was  undertaken,  with  a 
view  to  finishing’  the  works  complete  during  1860;  and  from  the  end 
of  October,  up  to  May,  over  ££600,000  was  remitted  from  London  for 
that  pur])Ose;  hut  the  severity  of  the  panic,  and  the  successful  efforts 
at  discrediting  the  Company,  caused  a  suspension  of  those  remittances, 
leaving  a  large  amount  of  work  partially  done,  and  many  contracts 
only  partly  fulfilled.  This  seriously  inconvenienced  the  Company  in 
America.” 

Ag’aiii: — 

“  Much  has  been  saiil  of  the  leases  to  which  the  Atlantic  and  Great 
M’estern  llailway  Company  has  become  a  party.  These  leases  are  as 
folli  iws : — 

First. — I'lie  Cleveland  and  Mahoning  Railway,  leased  for  ninety- 
nine  years,  Ac. 

^■Second. — The  Franklin  Branch,  (o,  AMO, 000  per  annum. 

Third. — The  New  Lisbon  Branch,  at  40  per  cent,  of  receipts. 

^■Fourth. — The  lease  and  contract  with  the  Morris  and  Essex  Rail- 
Avay,  for  nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine  years.  This  railway  leads  from 
A’ew  York  into  Pennsylvania,  and  was  taken  up  with  the  ultimate 
view  of  reaching  the  West  over  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie  Railway, 
or  some  other  route  ;  shortening  the  distance  very’  considerably',  and 
i.ipening  a  new  trafhc  (juite  independent  of  our  connection  with  the 
New  York  and  Erie,  Ac.,  Ac. 

^'■Fifth. — A  lease  and  contract  with  the  Catawissa  Railway  was 
made  for  continuing  the  connection  with  the  IMorris  and  Essex  towards 
the  West.  This  lease  was  made  at  a  very  high  rate,  because  it  held 
the  key  of  the  position  of  the  Western  traffic.  The  rent  agreed  to 
lie  paid  is  A7U,0tllJ  per  annum  ;  part  of  the  consideration  being  a 
large  quantity  of  coal  land.  Only  A6,O0U  has  been  paid  on  this  lease  ; 
and,  as  the  best  disposition  is  shown  by  the  Catawissa  Directors,  no 
•lifficulty  is  apprehended  in  carrying  out  the  contract  in  due  time. 
The  net  receipts  of  the  Catawissa  at  jiresent  are  about  half  the  rental  : 
when  the  connections  are  formed  the  profits  will  be  very  large. 

Si.rth. — An  agreement  with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail¬ 
way'  Company,  of  :i  very  important  character.  It  entails  upon  the 
Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Railway  no  annual  payment,  but  merely 
gives  mutual  running  powers.  This  agreement  gave  rise  to  the  fierce 
opposition  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,”  Ac.,  Ac. 

The  promise  of  Mr.  James  McHeniy,  to  visit  this 
country  as  soon  as  possible,  and  his  hope  to  bring  about 
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a  concert  of  action  among  the  various  interests  identified 
with  the  proposed  new  line,  early  determined  your  Board 
of  Directors  to  patiently  maintain  your  rights,  and  to 
add  no  farther  annoyances  to  the  present  temporary  em¬ 
barrassments  of  the  lessees  of  your  road. 

The  propriety  of  this  course  has  been  made  fully  mani¬ 
fest — if  any  such  was  needed  on  so  plain  a  matter  of  in¬ 
terest  and  comity — by  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of 
all  classes  of  creditors  and  representatives  of  capital  in 
the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Railway,  held  in  London 
on  the  5th  of  March,  1867 :  whereat  a  committee,  com¬ 
posed  of  four  eminent  gentlemen  in  London,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  and  empowered  unanimously  to  take  such  steps, 
as  may  to  them  seem  advisable,  towards  the  complete 
renovation  of  the  affairs  of  our  lessees. 

Your  Board  of  Directors  are  confident  that  this  com¬ 
mittee  intend,  and  have  it  wholly  in  their  power,  to  place 
the  affairs  of  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Railway 
Company  in  such  a  condition,  that  it  will  not  only  be  able, 
in  a  comparatively  short  time,  to  pay  the  interest  on  its 
investments,  but  also  to  carry  out  the  full  programme  of 
extensions  contemplated  in  the  various  leases  and  con¬ 
tracts. 

We  are  much  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  to  you,  that  the 
prospects  of  a  further  large  increase  in  the  business  of 
the  year  1867 — owing  to  the  favorable  arrangements  lately 
concluded  with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company — are  very  flattering. 

This  increase,  it  is  hoped,  will  enable  a  showing  both 
of  larger  net  profits  and  a  corresponding  decrease  of  the 
percentage  of  expenses.  Our  relations  with  this  Com¬ 
pany  are  of  the  most  cordial,  reciprocal  and  satisfactory 
character — both  as  to  the  increase  of  our  mutual  busi¬ 
ness  and  ultimate  interests. 
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The  net  earnings  of  the  year  liave  been,  by  advice  of 
counsel,  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  rental  account  due  by 
the  lessees.  As  soon  as  this  account  can  be  properly 
a<lj listed,  it  is  proposed  to  make  a  division  among  the 
preferred  stockholders,  on  account  of  interest  due  them.

Owing  to  complaints  of  shippers,  that  markets  for  pro¬ 
ducts  of  mines  and  forests  were  dull,  a  reduction  in  rates 
below  the  figures  of  last  year  became  necessary  to  secure 
our  share  of  freights.

Several  of  them  will  need  new  steel  tires  to  replace 
the  iron  oiu's  now  on  them,  and  which  arc  nearl}^  worn 
out.  (hir  experience  is,  that  one  set  of  steel  tires  will 
yield  ns  more  ser\a’ce  tlian  three  s('ts  ol‘  the  best  iron  tire 
we  can  procure,  whilst  the  present  difference  of  first  cost 
is  but  trilling. 

In  this  department  a  I'ednction  of  r('paii'  (‘Xpensc's  can 
be  elfocted  by  tin'  addition  of  a  few  tools  to  our  shop 
mpiipment — say  one  engine-wheel  lathe,  at  a  cost  of 
S4,d0(l,  and  one  cai--wheel  boring  machine,  at  a  cost  of 
STOO.  :ind  one  compound  planer,  at  a  cost  of  $7dt>.

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Ballasting  is  being  done  as  fast  as  circumstances  will 
allow  our  regular  force  to  perform  the  work ;  no  special 
force  being  employed  in  this,  the  progress  is  of  necessity 
oTadual. 

Except  Fisher's  and  Mainville  bridges,  the  structures 
are  all  covered  with  lime  or  paint  preservatives.  The 
track  on  above-named  bridges  has  been  supported  by  the 
new  structures  for  past  eighteen  months  :  all  the  old 
material  has  not  yet  been  removed,  as  it  is  deemed  most 
economical  to  ha^  e  our  ordinary  repair  force  perform  that 
labor.  Until  thoroughly  stripped,  these  new  structures 
cannot  he  painted  or  whitewashe<l :  it  is  hoped  all  this 
can  be  done  during  next  year. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  at  least  tifteen 
hundred  tons  of  rails  be  rerolled  and  placed  in  the  track 
during  next  year.  On  the  condition  of  track  depends 
the  relative  economical  working  of  e\  ery  department. 

Coal  Mixes. 

These  arc  now  fairly  developed,  and  capable  of  a  daily 
production  equal  to  the  average  of  most  mines  in  the 
region. 

During  [last  year  a  trade  has  been  started  with  lake 
ports,  and  it  is  believed,  with  proper  fostering  care  on 
the  part  of  all  the  carrying  companies  interested,  a  very 
good  Western  trade  may  be  developed.
